PREFACE 
Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to present the Annual Report on the 
health of Sawbridgeworth Urban District for the year ending 
3lst December, 1971. 


The influx of nearly 500 people into the area, and the increased 
birth rate are the most significant items of public health 
interest during the period under review. 


The health in the area is, in general terms, good. 
Twenty seven out of the 41 deaths occurred after the age of 75. 


fhe sewerage facilities in the area has improved. 
Except for Spellbrook the whole area is now on main drainage to 
Rye Meads. This has enabled a number of cesspools and septic 
tanks to be dismantled. 


The Council has approved a feasibility study for the 
provision of main drainage in Spellbrook. 


In a small area, it is easy to overlook that is 
happening in the county and country as a whole. Accidental 
deaths is the commonest cause of death?’ and traffic accidents 
are a major factor in this figure. The peak incidence is between 


15 to 25 years of we. 


We have a slogan ''speed kills''. Personally, I think 
that impatience kills more. I recently drove for 33 days in 
France on minor roads. I felt considerably safer there than in 
England, for drivers did not keep very close behind when there 
was no possibility of overtaking. They have a saying: 

"Gardez vos Distances!!' We have no equivalent.

VITAL STATISTICS 


Due largely to the influx of young people, the total birth 

Bees in Sawbridgeworth reached 150 per year, for the first 
ime. 

There were no maternal deaths. 

The deaths of illegitimate children under one year show a 

rate that is apparently ten times the National Average, in 

fact, this refers to the death of only one child. 


CAUSES OF DEATHS 


As interest of the County, the commonest presentable cause 
of death is Caner of the lung. There were five deaths 
due to this disease out of a total of 41 deaths. Four of 
these deaths occurred under the age of 65. 


We were fortunate with respect to road traffic accidents 

there were nonce. But accidential deaths, in general terns, 

is the commonest cause of death under the age of 40. 
COMMUNICABLE INFNCTIOUS DISEASES 

Once again this was minimal during 1971, 6 patents were 


notified as having measles and one had whooping cough. 


TUBERCULOSIS 
There were three additions to the register of pulmonary 
tuberculosis during 1971. One of these was a person who 
had had tuberculosis in the past, who moved into the area. 
FOOD HYGIENE 
No out breaks of food poisoning have been reported, which 


is to the credit of all concerned.

TUBERCULOSIS 


This is NOT a rigid time-table. Many Doctors hold slightly 
differing views, and prematurity or ill-health in a child may 
mean the schedule has to be altered to mect individual necds. 
Smallpox vaccination is no longer routinely reccomended for 
children, it may be given at the wish of parents. 
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As far as the routine immunisation of children is concerned, 
birth notification of children in the County has been processed 
by computer and in consequence it has been possible to send out 
an appointment for every child to attend a Clinic or its own 
Doctor for immunisations as they have become due. This schen 
was introduced in East Herts in January 1968. 


The overall immunisation rate for diphtheria, whooping-cough, 

and tetanus, and poliomyelitis continues to be high. It is 

higher in Hertfordshire than many other areas. During the last 

3 years there has been a significant drop in the number of patients 
notified as having measles. This is directly due to the measles 
vaccination campaign. 


It must be borne in mind that a traveller entcring certain 
countries must produce an International Certificate of Vaccination 
against Smallpox, Yellow Fever and Cholera. International 
Certificates should be procured from the travel agency when the 
intending traveller makes his booking. 


Vaccination of adults is done by the patient's own Doctor, who 
must enter on the Certificate particulars of the vaccine employed 
The Doctor's signature must then be authenticated at the local 
Health Department, which holds facsimiles of all the signatures 

of Doctors in the District. 


On the other hand, immunisation against Yellow Fever nust be 
carried out at one of the following Centres, ofter an appointment

Protection against Cholera may be obtained from the Traveller's 
own Doctor and is advisable for persons uncertaking journeys in 
the Middle or Far East. «Advice may be obtained from the Embassy 
or Mission of the Country concerned. 


Smallpox has an incubation period of 14 days. Protection becomes 
valid 10 days after immunisation and lasts for 43 years. 


Yellow Fever has an incubation period of 6 days. Protection 
becomes valid 10 days after immunisation and lasts for ten years. 


Cholera has an incubation period of 5 days. Protection becomes 
valid 6 days after immunisation and lasts for 6 months. 
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Typhoid Fever is endemic in some countries and may be contracted 

by travellers in mediterranean areas. I would here reiterate 

the advice given in previous Annual Reports that anyone proposing 
to spend holidays in such regions ought, for their own sakes and 
for the sake of others, to seck protection from T.A.B. immunisation, 
This should not be left to the last moment, as the interval b een 
the first and second doses should be at least four wecks and 
preferably six weeks because of the delay in building up effective 
immunity. The immunisation normally gives protection for about 
five years. 


Home Help Service 


Any person anxious to be of assistance to either the old and infirm, 
or to mother and child, should approach Mrs.J.ii.Clements, the 
Divisional Home Help Organiser, at the Health Centre, 27,Bull Plain, 
Hertford, (Tel.Hertford 3232). 


Applications for this service should also be sent to Mrs. Clements. 
A charge may be made in accordance with the County Council's 
assessment scale. 


In April,1971, the Home Help Service came under the administration 
of the Director of Social Services of Hertfordshire, 


Hospital Services. 


Sawbridgeworth is served by the Herts and Essex General Hospital, 
Bishop's Stortford and District Hospital; Princess Alexandra 
Hospital, Harlow. 


Chronic sick can receive treatment at Western House Hospital, 
Collett Road, Ware. 


Patients suffering from infectious diseases can be treated either 
at SteAnn's General Hospital, South Tottenham, London, N.15 
(Tel.No.01 STA 0121), or at Highlands Hospital, Winchmore Hill, 
London, N.21 (Tel. 01.360,8151). 


Care and After-Care 


Applications for recuperative holidays, if recommenced by the 
Medical Attendant, should be made to the County Medical Officer. 


Equipment can be issued on loan to patients being nursed at home. 
A medical loan depot has been establiished at Bishop's Stortford, 
end also in Sawbridgeworth. 


A charge may be made for this service. 
Ambulance Service 
There is an Ambulance Station at Bishop's Stortford. Except 


in emergency, an ambulance should be ordered by a medical 
practitioner, 


Day Nurserics 


A day nursery is established at Church Fousc. 
This is a voluntary nurserye 
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General Practitioner Medical Services 

Four General Practitioners, forming a partnership, reside and 
practise in Sawbridgeworth. The town is also served by 
Practitioners in the Harlow, ssex and Bishop's Stortford 
localities. To the Partnership are attached Health Visitors, 
a scheme which has been in operation since 1967. These 
attachments are proving to be very successful. 


Health Visitors and Nurses 


Sawbridgeworth Urban District is served by two Health Visitors 
and two District Nurse/Midwives and one part-time nurse. 


Dental Service 


One dental practice has been established in the town, Other 
Dental Practitioners are available in adjoining towns. 


Old People's Welfare Association. 
This body is very active in Sawbridgeworth and in addition to 
its other functions, has for a number of years been responsible 


for a much needed Chiropody Service, 


The Woman's Voluntary Service provides meals on wheels for 
Sawbridgeworth and adjacent areas. 


Other Services 


Blood Transfusion Donor Sessions are held at the Memorial Hall. 
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SOCIAL SERVICES 


With the coming into force of the Local Authority Social Se: ‘ces 
Act, on 1st April, 1971, statutory responsibility for providing 
services and social work help to the physically handicapped, the

service, passed to the newly formed Social Services Department.

WATiR SUPPLY 


The piped supply is provided by the Lee Valley Watcr Company 
to 2,528 premises. 


48 premises in the district including new houses were 
connected to the mains during the year. Two dwellings 
are supplied from privately owned wells. 


The water supply to the district has been regularly sampled 
thoroughout the year and submitted for analysis. 935 samples 
were sent for analysis for bacteriological examination. 

5 water samples were sent to the Laboratory for chemical 
analysis and the reports showed that all samples conformed 
to standards of purity suitable for public supply. 


DRAINAGE, oitWitaGE AND SuWaGu DISPOSAL

The whole of the district with the exception of spellbrook 
is on main drainage and the Council have decided that a 
feasibility study be made regarding the provision of main 
drainage in this area. 

The new main sewer and subsidiary sewers are completed and 
areas which were on cesspool and septic tank drainage can 
connect to the new sewer. 


Progress was also made on the construction of the new 
intercepting sewer in the Brook Road Area which enable premises 
on cesspools etc., to be placed on main drainage. 


REFUSE COLLUCTION .ND DISPOSAL 


Household refuse is collected weekly and is disposed of by 
controlled tipping at Harlow U.D.C. tip. special arrangements 
are made in connection with trade refuse. 


Unauthorised tipping in ditches etc.,has been minimised by the 
Council providing a free collection of bulky domestic refuse 
such as:-~ Mattresses, cookers and furniture.
